WASHINGTON, June 6.— The Con- 
gressional situation tonight indicates 
an ability to adjourn before Tuesday 
night, although any determined oppo- 
Sition in the Senate to the action of 
the House on appropriation bills may 
postpone adjournment several days. 

At the close of the session of che 
Senate today, there were but forty- 
six Senators present, one more than 
a quorum. By Monday night there will 
not be a quorum, or at least not a 
quorum that could be sustained if a 
few Senators should whhold their 
votes when the roll is called. In the 
House, a quorum can be maintained 
for several days, but not long, if by 
any filibustering tactics the Senate 
should be determined to defeat one of 
the appropriation bills. 

SENATE AND HOUSE. 

WASHINGTON, June 6.—The Senate 
made some progress today toward 
clearing away the great appropriation 
bills which stand ahead of adjourn- 
ment. The Indian Bill was finally dis- 
posed of, the contract-school item be- 
ing modified so Catholic schools will be 
abolished July 1, 1897.

WASHINGTON, June 6.—SENATE.— 
Vice-President Stevenson in the Senate 
today announced his signature to a 
number of bills, including the Deficiency 
Appropriation and Filled Cheese bills. 
Among the favorable reports was one 
from the Library Committee for a peace 
monument at Appomattox, at the point 
where Grant and Lee met. 

Senator Allison reported a partial 
agreement on the Sundry Civil Appro- 
priation Bill. He explained the number 
of items still open, including those for 
new public buildings at Salt Lake City 
and the capitals of Idaho, Wyoming 
and Montana; additions for public butld- 
ings at Kansas City, Savannah, Ga., and 
Camden, N. J. The House conferees 
positively refused to assent to any pub- 
lic-building items. 

The Senate amendment of $35,000 for 
participation in the Brussels. exposition 
next year was also resisted by the 
House, although the State Department 
regarded it as most desirable this gov- 
ernment take part. 

Senator Allison said these and other 
items were of such importance to large 
interests thet the Senate conferees did 
not feel justified in abandoning them 
without the advice of the Senate, 

Senator Dubois made a vigorous plea 
for public buildings at the new capitals, 
He said it was notorious that the 
Speaker of the House and chairman of 
the House Committee on Public Bulld- 
ings and Grounds declined to approve 
any public-building legislation. Yet, 
said Senator Dubois, Speaker Reed re- 
sided in a place with 153,000 people with 
a public building costing $1,159,000, The 
district represented by Chairman Mul- 
ken of the House Committee on Public 
Buildings has Federal buildings in five 
towns. 
there was no need of further public 
buildings in Maine. The chairman of 
the House Committee’ lived in a town 
that would not make a suburb of one of 
these western capitals. County seats in 
some of these new States were larger 
than any town in the district repre- 
sented by Messrs. Reed and Milliken.

MULLIGAN’S BONDSMEN. 


Supreme Court Rules that Robbery 
' is a Good Defense. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

SANTA ROSA, June 6.—The decision 
of the Supreme Court in the case of 
the city of Healdsburg against the 
bondsmen of the late George Mulligan, 
treasurer of that place who was robbed 
of about $4000 in a sensational way, 
three months before he died, is believed 
to ‘settle the Stofen case, pending here. 
The city of Healdsburg sued Mulligan’s 
bondemen for the full amount of the 
shortage. Mulligan’s bondsmen set up 
robbery as the defense and the case 
was tried in the Superior Court here 
and decided in favor of the plaintiffs. 
The Supreme Court reversed the deci- 
sion holding that the robbery is a good | 
defense. 

A similar suit is pending against P. N. 
Stofen, ex- Treasurer of Sonoma, and his 
bondsmen. Stofen was robbed just h- 
fore he went out of office of about 88000. 
The county sued him and he set up rob- 
bery as a defense. No decision was 
given in the Superior Court as it was 
waiting to hear the result of Muligan's 
case. Mulligan’s decision will probably 
result in a dismissal of the Stofen suit. 


WHY HE SHOT. 


Corlew Gives Himself Up and Tells 
His Story. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) 

FRESNO, June 6.—Cloudsley Corlew, 
who shot and wounded Lee Blasingame 
in Big Sandy Valley in the mountains 
yesterday, gave himself up to the offi- 
cers today, and is now in jail. Blas- 
ingame’s condition is not serious, and 
he will recover in a few weeks. 

Corlew says that a few days ago his 
brother shot into a band of sheep be- 
longing to Blasingame, because they 
were feeding on his pasture. Corlew 
told the herders to notify Blasingame 
that he would in this manner keep the 
sheep off his range. When Blasingame 
was notified he immediately came down 
the mountain to where the Corlew 
brothers live.

Corlew then ran into his house and, 
securing a shotgun, fired at Blasingame, 
who was rapidly riding away, at a dis- 
tance of about one hundred yards. Cor- 
lew says that he sent two men to see 
if Blasingame was hurt, but they could 
not find him, as he had ridden away.

LIFE CRUSHED OUT. 


WILLIAM ZIRN KILLED BY A FALL 
OF EARTH. 


Horrible Fate of a Miner in the Pine 
Nut Region in Nevada—How His 
Hermit’s Existence Brought 
Wealth and Death. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 
CARSON (Nev.,) June 6.—(Special 
Dispatch.) News comes from Pine Nut 
of the death of William Zirn this aft- 
ernoon. The men had just gone to work 
on the afternoon shift, and were work- 
ing at an incline on the Zirn-Schultz 
mine, which was started in the morn- 
ing.. A large boulder obstructed the 
work, and it was the plan to dig the 
earth from beneath it, let it fall, and 
roll itout. Zirn was superintending the 
work, and finally got down into the 
pit, took a pick and went to work him- 
self at loosening dirt. He had barely 
commé@nced when, with a crash, the 
boulder and earth fell on him, crushing 
the life out of him instantly, with only 
his head showing from beneath the 


stone. The workmen were unable to re- | 


move it, and had to wait until help 
could be secured from surrounding 
mines. 

Zirn had been in Pine Nut over four- 
teen years. Several years ago a miner 
living there occasionally visited the 
neighboring town of Genoa and sold 
quantities of gold-dust. These visits 
were not frequent, and between them 
he was not seen. The occasional visitor 
to his cabin recaived no satisfaction, 
and for several years after his death 
no one learned from whence his gold 
dust came, and among others who com- 
menced the search after his death was 
Zirn, 

The others soon became weary and 
went away. But Zirn remained, and, 
for thirteen years, with no financial as- 
sistance, and leading the life of a her- 
mit, suffering many privations, he 
stayed only to be scoffed at and ridi- 
culed, About two years ago, however, 
he was rewarded by finding as rich a 
deposit of gold as was ever reported. 
Specimens of it have been exhibited in 
San Francisco. He was peculiar, and 
for a long time allowed no one to en- 
ter the property. People rushed in. 
however. when the discovery became 
known, and he took Schults in partner- 
ship with him. They had just built a 
mill, and the peculiar thing is that Zirn 
was killed in the very spot where the 
rich discovery was first made.

BLAZING 


Fierce Fire in the Oil Region Last 
Night. 


~ 


A Terribl e Conflict with the 
Flames. 


Five Dwellings Destroyed—A Dosen 
Derricks Burned — Streams: of 
Flaming O11 Pour Down * 
the Streets. 


— 


But for the skill and heroism of the 
brave men whose lives are spent in 
fighting the fire fiend, last night’s wild 
work might have left only heaps of 
smoking ruins to show where the city 
of Los Angeles once stood, It was only 
by the bardest battling that the fire, 
which broke out in the heart of the oil 
region, was confined within the basin 
which now holds only blackened ashes 
instead of tall derricks and well-filled 

At 9 o’clock the sharp clang of the 
‘fire alarm gave warning of danger in 
some quarter, and in a few minutes the 
red glare which lit up the whole west- 
ern sky left no doubt as to the gravity 
of the situation. 

The oil wells were burning! Like wild- 
fire the news spread through the city, 
and in ten minutes the streets were 
filled with hurrying crowds, all rush- 
ing westward. Street cars were stalled 


to every point where a foothold could 
be obtained; every gurney and public 
conveyance was snapped up before it 
had time to leave the stand; private 
conveyances carried double and triple 
freight, and hundreds trudged on foot 
through the oll and mud that streamed 
* the hills in the region of the 
azing wells. 

Within the next hour $25,000 worth of 
property went up in 

dwellings were destroyed, and 6000 bar- 
rels of oil, valued at $1.15 a barrel in 
the field. Thirteen derricks were 
burned to the ground, and fifteen tanks 
filled with oif burst under the pressure 
of the flerce heat, and added their con- 
tents to the blazing stream that ran 
down Metcalf street like a river, 
spreading ruin in its path. Waste oil 
in the slump holes caught fire and 
added fury to the blaze, and the con- 
stantly-changing wind sent the danger 
in a dozen directions at once, as. the 
sparks showered from the burning der- 
ricks. 

The central point of the fire lay on 
Metcalf street, between Court and 
Temple streets. It started in the yard 
of A. P. Miller, whose house is on Met- 
calf street. Mr. Miller’s two little boys, 
children of 5 and 8, were amusi 
selves with a bonfire in the back yard 
early in the evening. The fire caught 
in the dry grass, and ran toward the 
slump hole that received the refuse oil 
from the well in the back yard. Mr. 
Miller saw the danger, and ran at once 
to extinguish the burning weeds. While 
he was raking the embers, a stray coal 
caught the oll in the slump hole, and 
the mischief was done. Ralph Tucker, 
the engineer at the Adams well, rushed 
to the rescue, and the two men fought 
flercely to save the tank and the house. 

It was hopeless, the big tank caught 
fire, and soon sent 500 gallons of blaz- 
ing oll streaming down the hill to spread 
destruction wherever it touched. The 
house was wrapped in flames, and went 
down in ruins, together with the der- 
ricks of the two wells, before the fire 
could be checked. As soon as the men 
realized 
from them, Tucker rushed to engine- 
house No. 7 and gave the alarm. No. 7 
went at once to the burning building 
which the men made every human ef- 
‘fort to save but the oll was too much 
for the water, which was their only 
weapon against it.

On Straues’s 
jot there were three wells, an engine, 
house, piping plant, entire well-boring 
rig and two tanks, containing 1000 bar- 
rels of oll. Cook & Valentine lost their 
derrick and a tank containing 400 bar- 
rels of oil. Miller also lost the oil plant 
which belonged to himself and his part- 
ner, Mr. Osborne; his house, valued at 
000, and $400 worth of furniture. The 
piano was carried out of the house, but 
was burned in the road before it could 
be removed to a safe distance from the 
flaming oll. 
As the fire spread southward, it 
caught the house of. Louis Spinner, 
which went the way of its neighbors, 
together with Mr. Spinner’s oil derrick 
and a tank containing 150 barréls of 
crude petroleum. The big plant of Par- 
ker & Morrill was the next to go, with 
all the cables, drilling tools and appli- 
ances‘that lay ready for use. The der- 
rick came down and the two tanks, con- 
taining 600 barrels of oil just ready for 
shipping, added the costly fuel to the 
stream already rolling down the hill 
toward Dohéney’s big slump hole, which 
holds 10,000 barrels of refuse oil. 
' Leaping onward, the blase next 
Wrought havoc in the lot belonging to 
Hibbard, Sterling & Libby, where two 
derricks were destroyed, and two tanks, 
containing about two hundred barrels of 
oil. e slump hole on this lot is the 
largest in the field, measuring thirty by 
seventy-five feet, and holding 1000 bar- 
reis. Here, also, were the drilling tools 
of George Galsly, a well-borer. These 
were burned with the rest. Adjoining 
this place was the property of H. H. 
Adams, which fortunately escaped with 
about $100 worth of damage to the barn.

No efforts were 
epared, and the citizens turned in and 
worked with the fire laddies, throwing 
earth on the blazing oll and thus dis- 

ising of one of the worst dangers. As 

e oil ran down Metcalf street in a 
flaming river, it was smothered and 
beaten out, so that the stream which 
flooded Temple street was more dis- 
agreeable than dangerous. At Beaudry 
avenue the tide of oll rose over the 
sidewalk, and all the gutters were full 
of the vile-smelling stuff. 

Every one worked with a will, and at 
10:15 the fire was completely under con- 
trol. The oil fields were saved and the“ 
vast crowd dispersed, sure of not being 
routed out in the night by a revival of 
the dangerous blaze of petroleum.

The most sensational criminal case in 
which Abraham Lincoln was ever en- 
gaged was that in which he defended 
Duff Armstrong, the son of the friends 
of his early years in Illinois, against 
the charge of murder. For years this 
case has figured with more or less de- 
tail in all biographies of Lincoln, and it 
has been made the most prominent 
episode in at least one novel ef western 
life, Edward Eggleston's “The Gray- 
sons.“ 

Although the hero of the case, Duff 
Armstrong, is still living, no one has 
ever been able until now to get a 
statement from him for publication. J. 
McCan Davis of Springfield, Ill., has, 
however, recently persuaded Armstrong 
to tell what he remembers of the broil 
in which he was supposed to have mur- 
dered a companion, and also of the 
trial in which Lincoln secured his re-

His trial for the murder of 
“Pres” Metzker is a subject he seldom 
talks about; he would fain forget it, 
and those about him have not often 
been inquisitive. 


DUFF’S ACCOUNT OF HIS FIGHT 
WITH “PRES” METZKER. : 

The accounts hitherto printed he pro-

“It was on a Saturday night, and 
camp meeting was over for the day. In 
the edge of the grove were three bars 
where liquor was sold. Here gathered 
all the men and boys who went to camp 
meeting to drink whisky and have a 
good time—and a great many went for 
no other purpose. I had been at the 
meeting two or three days and had been 
drinking much, but I was then becoming 
sober. It was probably 10 o' clock when 
I-found a big goods box not far from the 
bars, and I stretched myself out for a 
night’s sleep. Up to this time “Pres” 
Metzker and I had been good friends; 
but “Pres” had been drinking and was 
in an ugly mood. He came along, mak- 
ing a great deal of noise, and said to 
me: ‘D—n you, get up!’ then he grabbed 
my legs and pulled me off. In a few 
minutes he jerked me off again. I said, 
‘Let me alone, Pres;“ I am sleepy.’ He 
went away, but soon came back and 
pulled me off a third time, and took my

Now, he had no more to do with 
the fight than any of the other by- 
standers; but he had killed a man some- 
time before, and had gotten clear, and 
everybody seemed to think this woula 
be a good chance to give him his just 
deserts. So they sent him to the peni- 
tentiary for eight years. 

“When the war broke out ,the four 
brothers of us enlisted in the army. Jin.

died. I served on until near the end ot 
the war, when mother took a nation she 
wanted me. People laughed at her 
when she said she would write to the 
President; but she said, Please good- 
ness, I am oing to try it.’ She got 
‘Squire Garber’ of Petersburg to write 
to ‘Uncle Abe; and fh a few days 
mother got a telegram signed ‘A. Lin- 
coln,’ telling her I had been honorably 
discharged. At that time I was at El- 
myra, N. Y., helping pick up desert- 
ers, and a discharge was the last thing 
I was dreaming of.“

VARIOUS RECOMMENDATIONS MADE 
TO THE CITY COUNCIL. 


An Effort Being Made to Have the 
Fire Commission Reconsider Its 
Action in Reference to the 
Fourth of July Parade—Public 
Moneys Ordered Transferred.

appears that this Hen is on account 
of the widening of Ninth street, and 
that on the 30th day of March, 1891, the 
Council paid the petitioner 50 per cent. 
of the amount of money actually due 
him on account of damages caused to 
his property over and above all claims 
due the city in full settlement of this 
entire matter so far as he and the 
property owned by him was concerned. 
In some way this cancellation of liens

intersection of Trinity street, thus prac- 
tically closing said Trinity street as a 
public thoroughfare, and, whereas, said 
Trinity is a public street, that is and for 
several years has been used extensively 
by the undersigned residents and prop- 
erty-owners in the vicinity as well as by 
other residents, and by the public at 
large, and, whereas, the practical clos- 
ing of Trinity street by its curbing and 
sidewalking across the intersection of 
the same with East Twenty-first street 
as aforesaid, will result in great hard- 
ship to your petitioners and the other 
residents and property-owners in the 
viginity thereof as well as greatly in- 
conveniencing the general public.

The State Loan and Trust Company 
fo Los Angeles has filed an action 
against W. L. Burton, Samuel Weather- 
holt, Albert Thompson and A. A. War 
ren to recover $5900.55, alleged to be due 
by the terms of a certain mortgage en 
eouted by Lovell L. Rogers and Ada 4. 
Rogers, his wife. | 

The complaint reviews at length the 
loaning of sums of money to the Rog- 
érs family of San Bernardino county, 
secured by mortgage upon lands after- 
ward found to have been homesteaded 
by them. 

But under the wording of this docu- 
ment, a most peculiar condition was 
found to exist during the developments 
of foreclosure proceedings. The signa- 
tures of the principals had been duly 
certified to by W. L. Burton, notary 
public, while in the trial it was devel- 
oped, the complaint charges, that Ada 
A. Rogers did not appear before W. L. 
Burton and acknowledge the execution 
of the mortgage as shown by the nota- 
rial certificate. 

Judgment is asked against W. L. Bur- 
ton for 35000, Samuel Weatherholt for 
$2000, and agatnst Albert Thompson and 
A. A. Warren for $4000 each. These lat- 
ter defendants are sureties upon the 
notarial bond of Burton in the sum of 


$5000.

THE FRANCHISE HOLDS. 


Spruance Did not Bring the Right 
Kind of Suit. 

Judge Shaw handed down an opin- 
ion yesterday in the suit of Spruance 
against the City Council of Los Ange- 
les, to have a franchise for erecting 
poles and running wires for the purpose 
of supplying electricity to inhabitants, 
set aside on the ground that the plaint- 
iff in this action presented the highest 
and best bid under the advertisement, 

Spruance bid $506, and the franchise 
was awarded to F. L. Scott on a bid 
of $107 and agreement to light the City 
Hall during ¢he life of the franchise 
was accepted over the higher bid. The 
court holds that the city should have 
awarded the franchise to Spruance, as 
the Council had not the authority te 
award (co a lower bidder, although 
under the terms of such bid, it would 
appear that the lower bid was the 
more advantageous to the city, but the 
court further finds chat this proceed- 
ing does not offer the proper remedy 
for the correction of such errors.. The 
defendant’s demurrer to the petition 
was sustained and the proceedings 
were ordered dismissed. 


BIG DAMAGE SUIT. 


Wants One Hundred Thousand Dol- 
lars from the Associated Press, 

B. Duncan has sued the Associated 
Press to recover $100,000 damages. In 
one complaint filed in the County 
Clerk’s office yesterday he seeks to 
recover damages from the Asso 
ciated Press in the sum of $50,000, 
The document recites a failure upon the 
part of the defendant to comply with 
the laws of the State requiring the des-

REVIVED DEMAND FOR SILVER. 
Speaking of the revived demand for 
silver, due to heavy exports to Europe, 
Bradstreet’s says: 

“While the slightly firmer tone cf the 
silver market has not failed to attract 
notice in financial circles here and 
abroad, it has not apparently resulted 
in any renewal of speculation in the 
metal. There has, in fact, been no de- 
cided advance in the price for bars, 
and the salient feature of the situation 
in that connection is to be found in the 
presence of a considerable demand, 
which absorbs the current supply and 
holds quotations exceedingly firm. . . 
. For the year to date about $20,000,000 
in silver has been shipped, and, as al- 
ready indicated, the existing demand is 
of a character to insure a material in- 
crease in the shipments. The impres- 
sion that the production in this coun- 
try has fallen, while general, is not ac- 
cepted in the best-informed circles. On 
the contrary, it is stated that the appli- 
cation of electrical power in connection 
with mining operations is becoming 
general, and has resulted in a marked 
economization of the cost of produc- 
tion, so that people in a position to 
know are confident that the output has 
not only fallen off, but is materially in- 
creasing, the expectation being that 
this year will show an increase as 
compared with previous years.“ 

A leading bullion-house is also quoted 
as saying: There is a steady demand 
for silver for export to London. From 
London it goes at present to France 
for coinage and to Germany and Russia, 
We find there is an unusuaily strong 
desire for gold and silver in Buropean 
countries. We presume the silver is 
wanted entirely for coinage.” -

THE BEACH BOULEVARD. 

The citizens of Montecito have sub- 
scribed $1000 toward the construction 
of the beach boulevard, provided it 
shall be completed to a certain point, 
and the work satisfactory. One of the 
prominent citizens of Montecito, who is 
a subscriber to the boulevard fund, told 
a Times correspondent this morning 
that the work now done is not entirely 
satisfactory and that unless it is made 
so he intends to use his influence 
against the payment of the promised 
sum. He said further that he had 
heard twenty other men express them- 
selves in a similar manner. They have 
no objection to what has been done, 
but it is what has not been done to 
protect the embankment at the salt 
slough that is worrying then just now. 
These banks are of sand, and it ap- 
pears that, unless they are protected 
by posts and planking, they are sure 
to wash away. In this case, the money 
spent in moving 1200 yards of sand 
at 12% cents per yard, will be worse 
than wast The speaker said it 
Would cost but little to provide the nec- 
essary protection, and that unless it is 
done, part of this laudable enterprise 
will prove a waste of money and a dis- 
appointment. 

It will be remembered that members 
of the City Council visited this point 
on the boulevard during the recent ex- 
treme high tides, and, after watching 
the effect of the water in its passage 
up and down the slough, they became 
convinced that, instead of being any 
detriment it was a benefit to the work 
just completed, as it piled up sand 
Against the embankments instead of 
cutting it away. 

THE COAST ROAD HAS STOPPE
